DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-19. 21. 22, 24-39 and 57-68 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Capote discloses an electrically conductive adhesive compositions and methods 
for the preparation and use thereof, in which a solder powder, a chemically protected 
' cross-linking agent with fluxing properties and a reactive monomer or polymer are the 
principal components. 

Initially the cross-linking agents of the reference are protected, whereas the 
instantly claimed cross-linking agents are unprotected. Although the cross-linking agent 
becomes de-protected v/hen heat is applied, the claim requires that the material be 
unprotected chemically and non-reactive with the polymer absent a catalysis or heat. 
Additionally, the reference teaches away from the use or the instantly claimed 
carboxylic acid cross-linking agent. 

Therefore it would not have been obvious at the time the invention was made to 
create the instantly claimed electrically conductive compositions for use in an electrical 
circuits, since the reference discloses a electrically conductive adhesive compositions 
comprising a chemically protected cross-linking agent with fluxing properties that are 
different from those that are instantly claimed.
